Sometimes would-bs sprayers may 


mistake the quantity of spray. For the i 
first spray, 50 gallons per acre is 
enough. Naturally, as the vines grow- 
larger more spray is needed. Three 
times 50 may be needed when the 
vines are large enough to lodge be- 
tween the rows.
